WASHINGTON, April 29.—The be­ 
ginnings of the party primary sea­ 
son, giving promise of unusual fea­ 
tures for an “off year," already are 
turning the fancies of official W ash­ 
ington to thoughts of politics. 
Amid abundant signs of an “early 
spring" politically speaking, the titu­ 
lan: leaders of the great parties once 
more are diligently at work. 
Their 
efforts center In the national capital 
but field reports indicate that early 
political gardening also is the order 
in virtually every state. 
President Hardiug has said that he 
intends to take no active part in the 
campaign, but members of congress 
are more restless and 
most cloak* 
room conversations revolve about a 
hope for early adjustment. In more 
than one district “back home” fence 
mending has become a question 
of 
prime necessity. 
The entire 
membership of the 
house, thirty-four senators and thirty 
four governors of states, are to
